3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  repair  of  highways  and  bridges  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  breaking  roads  the  present  winter  season. 

5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  state  highway  construction. 

6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  state  highway  maintenance. 

7.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  purpose  of  replacing  with  cement  the  larger  wood- 
en bridges  that  may  become  unsafe  for  travel,  and  make 
appropriation  for  the  same. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  one  or  more  road 
machines  and  make  appropriation  for  same. 


9.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  support  of  Town  Library  above  the  amount  re- 
quired by  law. 

10.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  decorating  soldiers'  graves. 

11.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  raising  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  agreeable  to  chapters  245 
and  259  of  the  joint  resolutions  of  the  legislature  of  1925, 
relative  to  state  aid  improvement  on  the  Province  and 
Loudon  Roads  (so  called)  for  the  years  1924  and  1925, 
which  were  accepted  by  the  town  at  a  special  meeting 
which  was  held  for  that  purpose,  and  make  appropriation 
for  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  hold  the  next  annual 
town  meeting  at  Gilmanton  Corner  in  Academy  Hall,  and 
hereafter  to  be  held  at  Gilmanton  Iron  Works  and  Gil- 
manton Corner  alternately ;  also  to  see  what  action  the 
town  will  take  in  regard  to  securing  the  use  of  Academy 
Hall  for  said  meeting.

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Under  detail  11,  in  Selectmen's  report  of  receipts  the 
town  hired  $2,000  from  the  bank  July  25th.  Our  town 
treasury  gets  low  at  about  this  time  of  year,  as  most  oj 
the  taxes  are  paid  later. 

On  Nov.  18  the  town  hired  $2,000  more  to  build  state 
aid  roads  which  was  voted  at  a  special  meeting  by  the 
town  to  build.  As  there  was  no  approi)riation  for  this 
purpose  this  money  had  to  be  hired. 

Following  detail  18  is  a  statement  of  the  amount  ex- 
pended last  fall  on  the  Loudon  Road  No.  112  Special,  of 
$2,866.78.  In  addition  to  this  amount  there  is  a  charge  of 
$196.29  by  the  state  for  culverts  furnished,  use  of  a 
state  truck,  and  engineer  work,  making  a  total  of 
$3,070.09.  Following  this  statement  will  be  found  the 
expenditures  on  the  Province  Road  No.  113  Special,  of 
$2539.18.  In  addition  to  this  is  a  charge  of  $281.35  by 
the  state  for  engineer  work,  use  of  auto,  etc.,  making  a 
total  of  $2,820.53. 

It  will  be  found,  by  looking  under  report  of  receipts, 
detail  3,  the  town  received  from  the  state  on  Loudon 
road  $1,803.71,  and  on  the  Province  Road  $1,599.01. 

Under  report  of  payments,  detail  20,  is  the  amount 
expended  on  State  Aid  Bridge  of  $3,402.97.  Of  this 
amount  there  was  $396.00  paid  to  the  town  by  the  Pre- 
cinct, to  put  in  a  cement  wall  for  their  sidewalk  that 
joins  the  bridge,  the  work  being  done  at  the  same  time 
as  the  building  of  the  bridge.  This  leaves  the  actual 
amount  paid  out  on  bridge  $3,006.97. 

It  will  be  found  by  looking  under  report  of  receipts, 
detail  3,  the  town  received  from  the  state  $1,093.82. 
There  will  be  more  to  come  from  the  state  on  this  bridge 
account,  as  the  state  closes  their  accounts  Dec.  1st,  and 
the  work  on  the  bridge  was  not  finished  until  after 
that  date. 

The  Selectmen  purchased  over  $800.00  worth  of  bridge 
plank  this  year.       These  were  bought   from  parties   in 
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different  sections  of  the  town,  so  not  to  have  to  draw 
too  far  when  wanted  for  use. 

It  was  thought  best  to  buy  while  these  lots  were  being 
operated,  as  timber,  suitable  for  plank,  is  getting  scarce. 

The  town  has  more  than  one  half  of  the  amount  of 
these  planks  on  hand  now,  which,  no  doubt,  will  be 
needed  this  coming  year. 

The  amount  of  appropriation  for  highways  and  bridges 
was  $4,000.00  and  the  amount  used  was  $4,735.53. 

This  year  there  were  only  two  road  machines  fit  for 
use,  and  there  were  three  agents.  The  agent  in  the 
south  district  was  the  one  to  be  left  without  any  machine. 
The  tax  payers  should  not  find  too  much  fault  with  the 
road  in  this  district  as  it  seems  the  agent  did  not  have 
a  fair  show  to  work  his  district,  being  without  the  use 
of  a  machine.  At  least,  he  should  have  the  praise  of 
not  exceeding  his  third  of  the  appropriation,  but  a  few 
dollars. 

Under  detail  6,  report  of  receipts,  will  be  found  the 
amount  $921.02  received  for  auto  permits. 

Last  year  the  town  received  over  $1,000.00  for  these 
permits.  The  town  should  be  getting  more  each  year 
from  this  source,  instead  of  less,  as  there  are  more  autos 
owned  in  town  each  year.  This  goes  to  prove  that  some 
of  our  auto  owners  go  to  other  towns  to  get  their  permits. 

Laws  for  permits  for  motor  vehicles  read  in  part  as 
follows:  Laws  1919,  chapter  oo.  Section  1 — No  motor 
vehicle  owned  or  controlled  by  a  resident  of  this  State 
shall  be  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the  motor 
vehicle  laws  until  the  owner  or  person  controlling  the 
same  has  obtained  a  permit  for  registration  from  the  city 
or  town  wherein  such  owner  or  person  resides. 

Just  a  word  to  the  dog  owners  who  are  tardy  in  pay- 
ing their  licenses.  This  causes  an  extra  cost  to  the  town, 
to  send  a  dog  constable  to  collect  them. 
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The  law,  relative  to  licensing  of  dogs,  reads  in  part  as 
follows :  Chapter  96,  Section  1,  laws  1925 — Every  owner 
or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months  old,  or  over,  shall  an- 
nually, on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  cause  it 
to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for 
one  year  from  the  first  day  of  the  ensuing  May,  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  said  dog 
is  kept.

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REPORT  OP  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  Gihnanion  School  Board : 

I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my  third  annu- 
al report  as  superintendent  of  schools.  Its  aims  will  be 
to  discuss  the  progress  of  the  schools  during  the  past  year 
and  to  indicate  some  of  the  problems  that  will  deserve  at- 
tention in  the  near  future. 

Teaching  Force. 

The  school  work  during  the  year  was  unbroken  by 
changes  in  the  teaching  force.  Every  teacher  starting 
work  at  the  opening  of  school  in  the  fall  stayed  with  us  the 
full  year.  However,  at  the  end  of  the  year  five  of  the 
seven  teachers  left,  Mrs.  Durgin  and  Miss  Whitney  being 
the  only  ones  to  remain.  In  filling  these  vacancies  the 
policy  was  adopted  of  getting  for  the  larger  schools,  so  far 
as  possible,  teachers  who  had  been  trained  at  our  State 
Normal  Schools.  Only  a  very  few  of  such  teachers  have 
been  willing  in  the  past  to  accept  rural  schools  and  it  was 
only  a  few  days  before  the  opening  of  schools  last  fall 
that  any  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  accept  positions  in 
Gilmanton.  The  table  given  below  lists  the  schools  open 
this  year,  the  teacher  and  present  enrollment  of  each 
school,  and  the  salaries  being  paid.  Miss  Thompson  and 
Miss  Norton  are  graduates  of  Plymouth  Normal  School 
in  1925  and  Miss  Sims  of  Keene  in  1921.  Miss  Buzzell 
and  Miss  Nutter  graduated  from  Pittsfield  High  School 
last  spring  and  attended  normal  school  at  Keene  during 
the  summer.  Mrs.  Durgin  evidenced  her  interest  in  pro- 
fessional improvement  by  attending  summer  school  at  Ply- 
mouth. 

Next  j^ear  the  supply  of  normal  trained  teachers  will 
be  much  greater  and  all  vacancies  should  be  filled  with 
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such  teachers.  The  policies  of  encouraging  summer  school 
attendance  by  adding  a  small  amount  to  a  teacher's  salary 
if  she  attends  and  of  requiring  her  attendance  once  in 
three  years  are  commendable  and  should  be  continued.

Teachers'  Meetings. 

During  the  fall  term  monthly  teachers'  meeting  were 
held  but  because  of  the  great  difficulty  of  getting  teachers 
together  on  account  of  the  lack  of  transportation  facili- 
ties those  scheduled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  were 
cancelled.  Methods  of  instruction  in  handwriting,  prim- 
ary reading,  and  primary  arithmetic  were  the  problems 
studied  at  the  meetings. 

At  the  few  meetings  it  is  possible  to  have  this  year 
Health  and  Physical  Education  and  Silent  Reading  are  re- 
ceiving our  attention. 

Promotion. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  nine  pupils  were  promoted  to 
Grade  II,  five  to  Grade  III,  nine  to  Grade  IV,  ten  to  Grade 
V,  six  to  Grade  VII,  one  to  Grade  VIII,  and  nine  to  High 
School.  The  names  of  these  nine  pupils  who  completed 
the  elementary  school  work  follow :  William  Arms,  Annie 
Bickford,  Gordon  Dennis,  Herbert  Ford,  Harry  Forsji;h, 
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Charles  Jeffrey,  Bertrude  MeClary,  Sarah  McClary,  Mina 
Wells.  Six  of  these  entered  High  School  last  fall  and  one 
other  is  continuing  her  school  work  at  a  rural  school.  Of 
the  twenty-nine  pupils  who  have  been  promoted  to  high 
school  during  the  last  four  years  only  fourteen  (less  than 
fifty  per  cent)  have  entered  High  School  and  only  eight 
of  these,  (less  than  one-third)  are  still  in  school.  This  is 
not  as  good  a  record  as  Gilmanton  should  have.  For  the 
same  period  for  the  state  as  a  whole  about  ninety  per  cent 
of  those  promoted  to  High  School  entered  and  about  two- 
thirds  of  them  graduated.  At  least  a  High  School  edu- 
cation is  necesary  for  our  boys  and  girls  if  they  are  to 
meet  successfullj^  the  complex  problems  of  adult  life  and 
the  especially  keen  competition  of  the  next  generation. 
The  little  one-year  High  School  at  the  Corner  is  attracting 
some  who  would  not  go  elsewhere,  but  with  this  school  in 
town  nearly  every  boy  and  girl  completing  the  eighth 
grade  should  get  at  least  one  year  of  High  School  training. 
Again  this  year  this  school  has  been  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  which  insures  a  pupil's  credit  in  this 
school  being  accepted  by  any  'other  High  School  in  the 
State. 

Attendance. 

Attendance  for  the  year  w^as  much  better  than  for  the 
preceding  year,  the  per  cent  of  attendance  increasing  from 
90  to  91.89.  The  number  of  half  days  schools  were 
in  session  increased  from  342.6  to  352.86,  a  gain  of  over 
five  whole  days.  It  is  interesting  to  observe  (1)  that  the 
average  number  of  half  days  each  enrolled  pupil  was  in 
school  has  increased  from  278.3  in  1918-19  to  324.1  in  1924- 
25,  a  gain  of  22.9  days  in  seven  years,  and  (2)  that  the  av- 
erage membership  dropped  from  114  in  1918-19  to  85.24  in 
1924-25. 

Health  Supervision. 

The  folloAving  table  states  the  results  of  the  health  in- 
spections made  during  the  year.       It  shows  that  nearly 
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half  of  the  pupils  are  siiffering  from  bad  teeth,  and  more 
than  one-fifth  with  bad  tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  that 
many  are  handicapped  with  defects  in  sight,  hearing,  and 
breathing.  It  also  shows  that  many  have  not  been  vac- 
cinated, as  the  law  requires.  These  remedial  defects 
cause  many  stomach  up-sets  and  colds,  lower  the  chil- 
dren's efficiency  in  school,  often  keeping  them  out  entirely 
and  sometimes  lead  to  permanent  serious  illness.  Although 
commonly  considered  as  trivial,  they  are  really  serious, 
and  experience  has  taught  us  that  their  correction  is  highly 
beneficial.

The  figures  in  the  above  table  were  taken  from  copies  of 
the  reports  of  the  school  census  made  each  year  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  and  it  is  evident  from  them  that 
from  1919  to  1923  there  was  a  decided  slump  in  the  child 
population,  but  for  the  last  three  years  there  has  been 
no  appreciable  decrease.  The  comparatively  large  number 
(eight)  now  not  in  school  but  who  will  be  of  school  age 
next  fall  should  not  be  neglected  in  planning  next  year's 
schools. 

Repairs  and  Equipment. 

A  number  of  important  improvements  in  buildings  and 
equipment  have  been  made  during  the  past  year.  At  Kel- 
ley's  Corner  the  walls  and  ceiling  have  been  painted  and 
a  new  stove  put  in.  At  the  Corner  eighteen  new  single 
pedestal  desks  and  seats  w^re  installed  in  the  room  used 
for  the  elementary  school  and  new  Hyloplate  blackboards 
were  put  up  in  both  rooms.  At  the  Gale  School  a  new 
stove  was  put  in,  the  walls  and  ceiling  were  covered  with 
wall  board  and  painted,  a  hardwood  floor  was  laid,  and 
new  Hyloplate  blackboards  were  installed.  At  Jones' 
Mills  the  old  desks  were  removed  and  a  few  modern  desks, 
some  new  and  some  from  disused  buildings,  were  put  in. 

In  running  over  the  improvements  that  will  need  atten- 
tion in  the  near  future  we  find  that  the  blackboards  at  Kel- 
ley's  Corner  are  badly  crackled  and  rough  and  should  be 
replaced.  At  the  Corner  the  Avails  and  ceilings  need  paint- 
ing. At  Jones'  Mills  the  stove,  funnel,  and  chimney  need 
repairing,  the  blackboards  are  poor,  wrongly  placed  and  in- 
sufficient, the  lighting  is  bad,  and  the  toilets  are  very  un- 
sanitary. At  the  Smith  Meeting  House  school  the  need 
of  a  flag  pole,  which  I  have  mentioned  in  both  my  previ- 
ous reports,  is  still  unmet.  The  toilets  at  the  Gale  school 
are  very  unsatisfactory,  but  their  improvement  is  already 
planned.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  for  the  present 
enrollment  the  seating  conditions  at  all  schools  are  quite 
satisfactory. 
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Conclusion. 

The  marked  success  that  has  been  attained  in  providing 
for  the  educational  needs  of  Gilmanton  boys  and  girls  has 
been  possible  only  because  of  a  deep  interest  in  their  wel- 
fare on  the  part  of  teachers,  parents  and  other  citizens,  and 
school  board,  and  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
press my  appreciation  of  the  unfailing  co-operation  I  have 
received  from  all.
